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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on October 20, 2003 has been entered and is 
acknowledged by the Examiner. 

Cancellation of claim 1 has been entered. 

Drawings 

Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). A proposed drawing correction 
or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of 
the application.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b) the specification must include following sections 
each with proper heading such as: Title of the Invention, Background of the Invention, 
Brief Summary of the Invention, Brief Description of the Drawings, Detailed Description 
of the Invention, Claims and Abstract. 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Appropriate corrections are required. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 2-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Regarding claims 3,8 and 14 the specification (page 9 lines 34,35) does not provide any 
guidance to how light produced in the first luminescent layer directed through the 
second luminescent layer generates a change in the colon penetrating the second 
luminescent layer . It is to be noted that when the first and second luminescent layers 
have the same light emitting agent, produce light of substantially same color, it is 
unclear how color of light emitted from the first luminescent layer changes at the 
penetration of the second luminescent layer. The limitation reciting 'a change in the 
color generated by the first luminescent layer is caused by penetration of second 
luminescent layer' is not described in the specification in such a way to enable one 
skilled in the art to which it pertains to make and/or use the invention. 

Claims 2,4-7, 9-1 3 and 1 5 are rejected because of their dependency status 
from claims 3,8 and 14 respectively.
